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The Biſhops of Man were heretofore look: 
ed upon as Barons, and were always to aſſiſt at 
the Inauguration of a new king or Lord of Man, 
and there to pay their homage to him for the 
temporalities they enjoyed. The Biſhop hath 
bis own particular court, where the Deemſters 
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al the Wand fit Judges. The Biſhop himſelf 
bath no hand in the aſſeſiment of the fines in 


his own court; yet has he all the fines and 
perquiſites, after they are aſſeſſed by the Deem- 


ſters and other Officers of the Lord's that are 


preſent. This particular Priviledge the Biſhop 
of Man has at this day. That if any of his 
tenants do commit Felony, and be brought to 
the Bar of the court of the Gzol-delivery, with 
the reſt of the Felons, before the Governor 
and Deemſter; the Biſhop's Steward may de- 
mand the priſoner from the Bar, and he ſhall 
have him delivered to be tried at the Biſhop's 
court. The forfeitures of Lands of any Delin- 


quent holding of the Biſhop, do belong io him; 
but the Delinquent's goods and perſon are at 


the Lord's diſpoſal. The Abbots of this Iſland 
were allowed the like privileges. The Biſhop 


of Man keeps his reſidence in the village called 


Bal-Curi. The Biſhoprick is under the juriſdi- 
Qion of the Archbiſhop of York, During the

void, the Lord of the Iſland names a Biſhop,

The Clergy here are gegerally natives, and 
have had their whole education in the Iſland, 
They are not any ways taxed with ignorance 
or debauchery : they have all a competent 
maintenance, at leaſt 5o or 60 pounds a year.
